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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that in the combination of 
Nomani and Moran, if a call is not established and a message is to be sent to the called mobile terminal, the telephone number would 
need to be reentered after attemting the call and before sending the message. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. From the claim language, Examiner asserts that a call is first made and if the call is not established, the 
one-touch call button is pressed to transmit the message. Nonami discloses a portable phone comprising of a P key serving as "one- 
touch" dialing key for an instant originating of call to already registered phone numbers. Thus, one skilled in the art would immediately 
envision that by pressing the specific key, a call would be instantly originated. And, Moran discloses a method wherein a user is able to 
send a pre-recorded message by pressing a particular function key. Therefore, one skilled in the art would immediately envision that by 
pressing a particular function key, a pre-recorded message is sent, first a call has to made, and with the service of voice mail which would 
present that the destination's party's unavailability (the user does not have to reenter the number since the call has already been 
originated), the user is able to send a pre-recorde message by pressing the particular key. 
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
